Skating rink

The chances of the annual Town Meeting of 1972 having a vote 
for a municipally owned Skating Rink dimmed slightly, Monday 
night, during the Selectmen's meeting. The Selectmen agreed 
to have a rink article in the Warrant for the meeting, but 
doubted that they could comply‘with all the requirements needed 
by law for a legal vote by the town 

The Skating Rink Committee has submitted an article, and 
was discussed with the Selectmen a week ago. At that time it 
seemed that the principal site would be in the land area sur- 
rounding the Boutwell and West Intermediate Schools. Sche- 
duled for discussion this week was legal terminology on the 
article, with Town Counsel Alan Altman. Instead other diffi- 
culties were discussed.

As of yesterday afternoon there was a dearth of political 
candidates in Wilmington, with everyone eyeing the Board 
of Selectmen's race, and no one paying attention to the race 
for School Committee or Housing Authority.

Mrs. Florence Borofsky has announced that she cannot be 
a candidate for re-election to the Wilmington Housing Author- 
ity. No one seems to be ready to step in and take her place. 
The term of office is for five years. 

In both cases the candidates must file before 5 pm next 
Monday. 

William F. Butt has taken out papers for re-election to the 
Wilmington Re-Development Authority. and Atty. John Callan 
is a candidate for re-election as Moderator of Wilmington. 

There are six candidates with papers out, for the post of 
Selectman. The youngest is Micahel Caira, 23. of Chestnut 
Street. Others are A. Daniel Gillis. George W. Hooper. Ralph 
S. Lux. William D. Ready and Francis Sferrazza.

Back about 60 years ago a gentleman by the name of 
Sam Rice lived in the house at the corner of Middlesex 


Avenue and Clark Street. 


He was a carpenter, and a good 


one, and he lived a good and full life. 
Sam seems to have run for public office only once - and 


then for the post of Constable of Wilmington.

find any record which would indicate that Sam was Con- 
stable of Wilmington in the period indicated in these two 
yarns - which was perhaps just before World War I. or 
Possible even during that war.

WHERE SAM RICE LIVED: The old house on the comer of Middlesex 
Avenue and Clark Street is supposed te dete bock te Colonial days. 


Sam became the Constable of 
Wilmington, and as such was un- 
officially also the Chief of Police. 
‘There was no such appointment 
but there were those who called 
him "Chief". and he did perform 
police duties. He was called upon 
from time to time. to perform 
those duties 

This was back in the days after 
Mrs. Dr. Hiller had died. but be 
fore Mason Alexander got to 
building the garage on Main 
Street that has been known as 
“Louie's” for the past genera- 
tion. The brook that runs under 
Main Street at Louie's was used. 
each fall, to flood the cranberry 
bog opposite the Walker School 


for the protection of the cran- 


berries. Mrs. Hiller used to pay 
Sidney Buck $10 for the privilege 
of running the water in a channel 
across his land. After she died 
the money was no longer forth 
coming. and Sidney forthwith be- 
to take a dim view of the 
water going across his land - and 
it might be added. for a good $10 
reason. Anyway. he said. among 
other things, that his cellar got 
flooded. 

So these two stories concern 
Sam and that brook 

In the first story, the kids in the 
neighborhood of the cranberry bog 
were always conspiring to get the 
water into the cranberry bog. as 
winter approached. without. of 
course, having to pay Sidney Buck

Rudolph lived in the house which 
is across from the present fire 
station - the old First Railroad 
Station. which once stood at the

Lowell and the Wildcat, called 
125 years ago. the Wilmington & 
Andover 

Rudolph was called “Dolph” for 
short. He wore a derby hat at all 
times. and was often to be seen 
near or in Wilmington Square 
Three of the pictures which the 
Town Crier has published in re- 
cent months show Dolph Porter 
with his derby 

Dolph had a hand-pumper to go 
with his job of Section Chief of 
the railroad. It was one of those 
railroad carts. where two men 
stood and worked with up and down 
handles. to make the car go on the 
tracks. Dolph would use it going 
te and from work. and at night he 
‘would store in the old roundhouse.

One night some of the bovs stole 
that hand-pumper of Dolph’s. and 
put it on the old street car tracks.
